SUFFER FROM “‘FLAT FEET.”

Slow the Breaking Down of the Arch {-

Remedled by & Steel Strip.
Despite the fact that the beauty of a
well arched foot iz much appreciated by
people of an artistio turn of mind, has
been sung frequently by poets and verse-
makers, there has been until lately lit-
tle interest, from a scientific point of
view, taken in its direot opposite—the
flat foot. In a great namber of instances
flat feet are the oceasion of considerable
keen suffering, generally resulting from
the bresking down of the arch—that is,
the displacement of some of the many
little bones of the foot either from
overstrain or some disenso of the musca-
lar structure. As the weight of the body
constantly rests upon the foot, there is
no opportunity for the bones to get baok
to their proper plnces,

Tho resalt is that these little bones
keep rubbing against each other, and
the pain gets more and more severe,
Commonly the person afllicted in this
way thinks thut he or she has rheuma-
tism and lets it go at that. Until re-
cently the ouly 1remedy was o gteel soled
shoe that was clumnsy aud beéavy. Tho
new device in interesting, It is an “in-
gole,”’ curved to fit the foot, made of &
bent strip of steel and noting ns o spring.
It is covered either with lenther or with
vuleanized tubber to prevent rusting,
and, needing no fastening, but simply
to be placed in position, it can be
changed from one shoe to another at
will

In position it nots gimply as a sup-
port, literally holding up the bones and
giving them an opportunity to slip bick
into their proper plnces. While any *“in-
gole’’ of the approximate shape will
give relief, the best results are reacked
only when ono is especially made few
a cast or impression of the foot. A grea
proportion of the people troubled with
Mat feet come from the north of Europe,
many of them from the lowlands of Ger-
many. The inbhabitants of the south or
Europe, strangely enough, are seldom
troubled with anything of the sort.
Their fusteps, especially in the case of
women, are nearly always highly arched
and finely formed, —New York Tribune.
